A fter 5 0 Years on Lakes 
Detroit, 
Mich.—Henry 
Oorgan, 
watchdog of the reefs for more than 
half a century , the oldest lighthouse 
tander In Michigan, has retired to liv e 
on memories and a federal pension. 
Mr. Corgan was six teen y ears old 
when he began his life In the wav e- 
buttered stone towers. 
He was then 
assistant to his father, Charles Gor­ 
gon, at the Munitou island light, off 
Point 
Peninsula 
in

Astrakhan, Russia.—Life on the far- 
famed Volga river is slowly ebbing 
out. 
The 
great 
2,300-mile 
y ellow 
stream, once Russia’s greatest mari­ 
time highway , no longer courses its 
winding way to the sound of fishermen’s 
songs, the churning of the wheels of 
great excursion steamers, or the echo­ 
ing sirens of heavily laden cargo boats. 
The hundreds of villages which drew 
their life from the river are melan­ 
choly , spiritless places, for the people 
not only are faced with a wheat fane« 
ine this y ear, but their fishing busi­ 
ness, which Is their chief support, is 
all but dead. 
M here in prewar day s the Volga pro­ 
duced two billion pounds of fish and 
caviar annually , it now y ields only 
one tenth that quantity . 
This is no 
fault of the river, but of the govern­ 
ment to exploit it properly . The gov­ 
ernment at first nationalized the fish­ 
eries and, finding that y failure, it re­ 
stored the fishery enterprises to their 
original owners. But the metiers have 1 
found the government taxes too oner­ 
ous and many of them have abandoned 
their business altogether. 
Only 70 of 
the ,S0o fisheries which formerly oper­ 
ated at Astrakhan, the great caviar 
depot, have resumed their activities.
